N ew Y ork. December 13th.—The Times, 
in an editorial on California products, says ; 
"A s crops increase, producers in California 
are learning new ways of selling them . 
The owners of several large vineyards re­ 
cently established agencies in Eastern cities 
for the sale 01 their wines. By escaping 
the Pacific coast m iddlemen they have been 
able to raise the price which they received 
by nearly 100 per cent. The adoption of 
this system by all California producers who 
make large quantities of wiiie would work 
to their advantage and to the advantage of 
Eastern consumers. Many persons in the 
East who would like to serve themselves 
and en.courage California 
producers by 
buying California wines, arc restrained be­ 
cause they are unable to procure wines u n ­ 
der conditions that insure its purity. If 
such persons could trade with an Eastern 


ACiEKT OF W ELL-KN OW N VINEYARDS, 
The consumption of pure California wines 
as a substitute for the adulterated wines of 
France would he greatly increased. Cali­ 
fornia wines are counterfeited in the East, 
as the recent condemnation of 5,000 gallons 
of the counterfeit product by the officers of 
the Health D epartm ent in this city clearly 
shows. The greatest m arket for California 
wines and raisins will be found in Eastern 
seaboard States. The notorious adultera­ 
tion of French wines has prepared this 
m arket for the California product.

Now eacli California producer 
should strive to perfect a nlan by which he 
can put his goods into this m arket under 
conditions that will convince the consumer 
that he enjoys nil the advantages which he 
would have if he should buy at the vine­ 
yards." 


INNOCENT MeOUADE. 


lie H a d N o U se fo r D oodle, a n d F a v o re d 
Ilailroad» o n I’rin d p le. 
New Y ork, December 13th.—The trial of 
Alderman McQnade, charged with receiv­ 
ing a bribe in connection with the passage 
of the Broadway Surface Railroad fran­ 
chise, was continued to-day with the hear­ 
ing of the evidence for the defense. W . S. 
W illiams. President, ar.d Hon. N. A. Nel­ 
son. Vice-President of the cable road, testi­ 
fied that they did not know of any oiler 
having been made by their company to the 
Aldermen, either directly or indirectly, for 
the Broadway franchise. 
The. company 
was authorized to issue $15.000.000 in stock, 
and in the latter part of 1834 did issue 
$2.000.000 or $3.000,000 worth of bonds, 
converted them into cash, and deposited it 
with tiie Trust Co ipany. The company 
also ollered the city $1,000,000 for the fran­ 
chise. 
| 
A num ber of witnesses testified that Mc- 
Quade favored a street railroad on Broad­ 
way before he was chosen Alderman. E x­ 
President Andrews, of the cable road, said 
he knew of no offer of $750.000, or of any 
other sum, to the Aldermen for the fran­ 
chise. The hid of $1,000,000 by his com­ 
pany was intended to cover not only Broad- 
wov. hut a total of 78 miles of streets. 
To account for M ctjuade being “ Hush ” 
of money, it was shown that he had been 
left a legacy of $30 000 in 1884. This was 
followed by evidence as to the prisoner's 
good character. 
Testimony was introduced to show that 
McQuode had been a man of property for 
years. The Cashier of his bank testified 
that McQuade’s transactions for several 
years had aggiegated $120,000 to $150,000 
per year. 
John O'Neill, one of the indicted Alder­ 
men, denied any knowledge of a combina­ 
tion, and denied attending a meeting of 
Aldermen at FullgrafFs office, or either of 
the four meetings at M cLaughlin's. He 
never before heard that any am ount of 
money had been offered for franchises. W it­ 
ness reluctantly admitted that he attended 
the secret 9 o'clock meeting of Aldermen. 
Maloney brought the sale to him at 0 o'clock 
in the evening. 
H e did not know nor 
care w hat the object of the meeting was. 
W hen he went into the meeting he asked 
and was told that the injunction had been 
dissolved, and that some one else was try­ 
ing to get another injunction. He never 
knew the names of the “combine. 1 
He 
had heard that«Keenan had som ething to 
do with tire “ combine” on railroad matters. 
W itness explained that throughout 1834! 
there was a persistent effort to have m orn­ 
ing sessions of the Aldermen. 
Kx-Alderman Charles Reilly, one of the 
indicted, contradicted the testimony of 
F u ’lgruff and Duffy in every essential par­ 
ticular. but nothing new was elicited. 
Ex-Alderm an Thomas Cleary, who was 
ill and did not testify at the first trial, de­ 
nied all knowledge of the "combine,” but 
said he called on McLaughlin during the 
latter’s illness and insisted on a contradic­ 
tion.

AMERICANS ABROAD. 


The complaint is again made that the 
English, at home, are guilty of incivility 
to 
Americans visiting England. 
The 
chances are that, if the charge is true, the 
Americans are blameworthy for it. The 
hospitality of the Englishman is not man­ 
ifest in the manner customary with us. 
We make a great ado over our foreign 
guests, whereas the 
English are un­ 
demonstrative. It is probably the truth 
that American visitors in England are not 
few who, by their prying disposition, their 
self-assertion 
and their 
unpardonable 
“ push,” render themselves offensive to the 
more quiet 
and 
phlegmatic 
English, 
and thus bring reproach upon our people. 
Then, again, as the Chicago Times well 
says: 
The American who receives the tourist, b:ing- 
ing a letter of introduction, as an old, warm 
friend: who furnishes him with the use of the 
guest chamber, gives him a place for his legs 
under his table; who invites him to his club, 
and fetes him and gusher over him in every 
possible manner, is him self a toady and a snob, 
and is not entitled to a return when he packs 
his trunks and rushes over to England ta collect 
the debt incurred by his Eugiish guest. The 
latter can have no respect for a fulsome aud os­ 
tentatious hospitality such as has been extended 
him by his American host. He knows that he 
has done nothing to deserve it, and he cannot 
but feel all the time that he is enjoying it that 
the American must have some selfish motive 
underlying his action. Feeling this, lie is not 
disposed to regard the reception as a debt which 
he must repay in kind. 
W hat we should do in this country is to 
receive English visitors with civility with­ 
out gush, hospitality without ostentation, 
and extend courtesies without effusive­ 
ness. The American who is not searching 
for cool treatment in England, we appre­ 
hend will return with the testimony in 
his mouth that he was treated well by 
gentlemen in England, for a gentleman is 
the same the world round, and as for the 
conduct of others, in the language of Mr. 
Toots, “ it’s of no consequence.” 


THE FIRST LESSON. 


Two 
hundred 
representative people 
from States east of the Rocky Mountains 
yesterday visited the Citrus Fair of Cen­ 
tral aud northern California, now open in 
this city. 
The fair, which is a remarkably 
large and fine display, and thoroughly rep­ 
resentative of our citrus belts proved a 
revelation to the visitors. 
More than 
this, it awakened such deep surprise, and 
brought forth such remarkably strong ex 
pressions of astonishment and pleasure, as 
in turn to awaken the curiosity of the Cal­ 
ifornians, who were informed, on inquiry, 
that the great mass of the excursionists 
had had no previous adequate idea of the 
productive capacity of the central and 
northern section; that, on the contrary, 
though a reading and intelligent people, 
they had been prejudiced against the re­ 
gion for three reasons: Association of the 
idea of cold, ice, snow and climatic rigors 
with the words “ Northern California;” 
positive misrepresentations made to the 
people at tlie East concerning this section 
of the Sute, especially that it lacks fruit­ 
fulness, is of cheerless character in winter, 
is unable to produce semi-tropic fruits, is 
undesirable in both soil and climate, is 
cursed with malarial influences; finally, 
the paucity of the literature of informa­ 
tion circulated concerning the central and 
northern sections, and the great abundance 
of such matter relating to southern Cali­ 
fornia, both in pamphlet and newspaper, 
a n i the vigorous and constant advocacy of 
the southern section by various agencies 
a t the East. 
These are certainly reasons sufficient to 
fortify the plea of ignorance concerning 
the section now locally so prominent. But 
here is in this first experience at the Citrus 
Fair a lesson for Californians. We may 
reasonably feel chagrined that intelligent 
citizens at the East are so ill-informed 
concerning a favored section of our com­ 
mon country ; we may reasonably expe­ 
rience surprise that the efforts we have 
made to disseminate information concern­ 
ing central and northern productiveness 
are so long in bearing fruit. 
But we must 
remember, after all, how small a part of 
the nation we are ; how our group dwin­ 
dles in the aggregate of nearly 60,000,000 of 
population ; how in the vast business whirl 
and the social activities in the thirty-five 
States to the east of the mountains, we are 
almost entirely lost sight of; indeed, how 
infinitesimal a part of the great whole we 
are, and how very little, indeed, does our 
importance concern our Eastern brethren. 
We are to learn anew from this lesson of 
the fair the old maxims, that reward is to 
the laborer, and the harvest to those who 
sow. 
\ ery largely the oppressive and un­ 
just competitive methods brought into play 
against us are due to our own laches. 
W ith hut about six people to the square 
inile, but for full prosperity neediug to the 
mile from 20 to 40 industrious, frugal men 
and women of some means, and not con­ 
tent to be wage winners only, we have been 
so slow in inviting their immigration, and 
so modest in our advocacy of the su­ 
perior advantages of the whole central and 
northern section, that it is not at aW sur­ 
prising our neighbors have outstripped us, 
or that the country has "been the subject of 
misrepresentation and misconception. 
The “ revelation” is not a revealwent 
after all. 
It is but being brought face to 
face with facts that we have heard of as 
afar off". 
For we have been tokl ail these 
things a hundred times. Every Califor 
nian of this section who goes to the Atlan­ 
tic slope and returns, comes hack with his 
cheeks tingling with mingled shame and 
indignation that his home is so misunder­ 
stood and misrepresented abroad. They 
uniformly declare that in the abnormal 
“ boom” for southern California, even the 
fact that there are other and equally, or 
more productive and certainly more fa­ 
vored sections, is almost wholly lost sight 
ot by the very class of people whom, most 
o f all others, we need with their capital, 
c icrgy anil experience to develop the full 
iwssibilities of our section. 
The question now is, “ W hat are we 
going to do about it ?” 
We certainly can­ 
not afford to remain idle. 
We certainly 
will quadruple all previous efforts put 
forth for the desired end ; we v ill not be 
content to merely respond to misrepresent-

Fair. 
Though announced not to open 
until last evening, it was really open all 
day and was visited by large num bers of 
people. 
Everywhere the busy workmen 
were laboring to place all the exhibits be­ 
fore sundown, but it was an impossible 
task. The boxes and bundles came rolling 
in faster than they could possibly be un­ 
packed and the contents prepared for view. 
At about 3 o'clock there were escorted into 
the hall two hundred excursionists from 
the East. 
Im m ediately the citizens of Sac­ 
ram ento present,w ith one accord, laid bold 
of the strangers, waited for no introduc­ 
tions, but volunteered as guides. 
The 
pleasure with which the ladies and gentle­ 
men accepted the proffer made the next 
two hours’ work a labor of real love. Zest 
was given to the satisfaction felt by the 
Californians by the intelligent responsive­ 
ness of the guests, and their frank and u n ­ 
bounded expressions of 


AMAZEMENT AND D ELIG HT. 
They were taken from table to table, 
every fact about the fruits explained to 
them relating to place of growth, quality, 
modes of cultivation, soil, climate, etc., 
etc. The inquiries by the strangers poured 
forth in a perfect flood of anxious curios­ 
ity and bewildering surprise. If the guides 
were ready to explain they were matched 
by the eagerness of the visitors to learn. 
These guests were all of a class of well- 
conditioned people as to worldly goods 
apparently, and of broad intelligence and 
personal dignity, 
In short, a m ore repre­ 
sentative 
body of Eastern people 
we 
have not had this way. 
The visitation proved one of am azem ent 
also to the Californians. All bad heard how 
sadly misrepresented and m isunderstood 
Central aud northern California are at the 
East, but not until yesterday did most of 
those present awake to a full realization of 
the actual truth. 
For the surprise of the 
visitors awakened inquiry why such as­ 
tonishm ent should be manifest? The Uni­ 
term reply was : 
“ Because we 
never 
heard of the sections here represented, ex­ 
cept as grazing and m ining regions, with 
some large wheat fields, and the usual cold 
and snow associated w ith the term north­ 
ern.” 
Being pressed for further explanations, 
dozens of the more ready-speaking people 
related that at the East there are in circu­ 
lation constantly all sorts of stories detri­ 
m ental to this section. 
*• We are told, for instance, that you can­ 
not raise semi-tropic fruits.” 
“ Yes,” interjected others, “ and that you 
raise no fruits at all worth the name. 
We 
are given to understand that from southern 
California come all yout best fruits, and all 
your good grapes and wines—from there 
and about the bay of San Francisco." It is 
a fact that from M inneapolis to New York

Atrociously, I should say, if you are not 
spinning salt-water yarns to us now, and 
if these superb evidences before us are not 
cheats and frauds and our senses under the 
spell of magic.” 
These are but sam ple expresions that 
fairly echoed in the hall. 
“ It is sham eful,” exclaimed ene middle- 
aged m an from Minnesota, “ sham eful that 
these people have been so m isrepresented.” 
I don’t know,” chim ed in a stout lady 
from Illinois ; “ I don t know that it is any 
worse than their neglect of themselves. 
W hy haven’t you people told us about your­ 
selves, eh? 
We a in ’t get up to breakfast, 
or go out to tea, w ithout haying some arti­ 
cle or tract throw n in our faces about 
southern California; and then the papers 
are kept full of it, and we never hear of 
any oiber places in California except San 
Francisco, Los Angeles. Yosemite and Lake 
Tahoe as worth seeing.”

the south. W hy, here is one of your owu 
magazines (pulliDg an Overland Monthly 
from his top coat-poclftt, for December), 
with a bigarticle on • Southern California.’ ” 
“ Yes,” chimed in a young gentleman 
with a commercial air, “ and here’s a book 
I got on a stand in Omaha, entitled ‘ Santa 
Barbara, and All About It,’ just issued, and 
being sold to travelers. 
W hy don’t you in­ 
form the people if you want them to know 
about your land and produce. 
W hy, just 
look here I 
Let me go back to Iowa and 
tell w hat wonderful things I saw in this 
hall to day, and I’d be put down for a 
confounded crank gone crazy over a Cali­ 
fornia whopper 1” 
“ I rather guess,” added an Indianian, 
“ that somebody has had a purpose in m is­ 
representing your Central California section. 
Now I have lirard and read both sides. 
I've seen some of your northern literature. 
Y'ou have been scattering some I know, 
but we can’t tell who to believe, and you 
people, you m ust know, have the reputa­ 
tion of being ju st a bit fanciful-like about 
your State—but I take it all in now, after 
this; goodness gracious! yes! and any­ 
thing else you are a fhind to tell me." 


AND SO T H E CONVERSATIONS RAN 
All over the hall. The missionary work of 
yesterday with the Citrus Fair was worth 
all the money and labor it cost. The uni­ 
versal verdict of the visitors was, ‘‘Put this 
show in Chicago Christmas ; send it so the 
fruit w on't freeze- on the way, and you 
needn’t fear any more false yarns about 
your end of the State.” The ladies among 
the visitors expressed surprise that no large 
quantity of flowers was shown. 
Some 
handsome bouquets from Placer and Shasta 
were brought to their attention, but they 
had heard "of California flowers in Decem­ 
ber, January and February, and couldn't 
understand why a country with oranges in 
December had so few flowers to show. 
It 
was explained to them that it was n o ta 
Horai show, nor is this a floral season 
proper, but that still had it only been 
thought of plenty of flowers could have 
been put on exhibition. It is now desired 
that Sacram ento ladies shall send in flow­ 
ers, cut or potted, daily during the fair, and 
they will be cared for by Superintendent 
Gregory, aud well displayed. 


T H E GREAT H A LL 
Is now a perfect blaze of orange gold and 
foliage-green. On every hand it is one con­ 
stant view of oranges, lemons, limes, dates, 
olives, apples, pears, nuts, raisins, and so on 
through the cnapler of fruits. The pyra­ 
m idal displays of Placer and Butte strike 
the eye with great prominence, and excite 
deserved expressions 
of commendation 
from all visitors. It is a bower of evergreen 
packed with fruits and vines aud other pro­ 
ducts of Central and northern California, 
that ought to engage the attention of every 
one. 
Not all the citrus fruits are fully ripe, 
nor is it claimed that all are. 
For some lo­ 
calities it is rather early to pick oranges, for 
others just the right lime. 
But the fruit 
shows for itself, and no exhibitor makes 
any false 
pretense 
concerning it. 
It 
preaches enough in our behalf—all we ask 
for Central and northern California. 
It is 
a sermon more powerful and truth-telljng 
than any tongue can preach. We m ake note 
of the exhibits of Napa and Shasta this 
morning. 
NAPA COUNTY. 
Napa county, a warm valley county, 60 
miles west from Sacramento, has fifty feet 
of space on the west and ten feet at right 
angles. 
Iis exhibit is of oranges; seed­ 
lings, Tahiti seedlings, W ashington Navels, 
East India seedlings, lemons, Sicily, limes, 
olives, prunes, persimmons, and forty dozen 
samples of wines and brandies. The wine 
exhibitors are M. M. Estee,Hedgeside Vine- 
vard, Napa city, shows Gutedel, vintage of 
’85; Muscat, Riesling, ’85; Palomino, Cab­ 
ernet, Zinfandel claret. C. P. Adamson 
shows from Rutherford. Riesling, vintage 
of ’84; sweet Muscatel, port. Zinfandel 
claret. 
W. Scheffler, Edeehil), St. Helena, 
brandv and sherry. H enry HageD. Cedar 
K n o ll Riesling and Zinlandel. 
H . W. 
Crabb, To Kalon Vineyard, Oakvill, Ries­ 
ling. Muscatelle, Catawba, Zinfandel, port 
and brandv. 
Bering Bros., St. Helena. 
Riesling. '81; Zinfandel '83. 
W. W. Ly­

Hotel shows

Concerning the qualities of these wines, 
let us say Cabernet is m ade from the Cab­ 
ernet Sauvignon and the Cabernet Franc 
grapes, from which grapes in France are 
made the famous Chateau Lafitte and 
Chateau Margot, wine of world-wide repu­ 
tation? W ithin three years a few producers 
at Napa and the Nato'ma vineyard at Sac­ 
ram ento, J. H . Drum m ond, Sonoma, and 
. one or two othc-rs have imported these vari- 
¡ eties of grapes and made wine from them. 
‘ A nd thus far they have had rem arkable 


success. The Gutedel is made chiefly from 
the Golden Cbasselasand Chasselas de Fon- 
tainbleau. The Napa Riesling is from the 
W hite Riesling or Johannisberg Riesling 
or Frai ken Riesling. The Sauvignon is 
one of the famous Sauterne varieties of 
France. The brandies shown are all grape 
brandies. Napa county’s claim is that she 
produces the highest qualities of light red 
table wines, and that it produces very 
nearly one-third of the wine m ade in the 
State. 
The claim certainly appears to be 
verified hy the sense aud the proofs ad­ 
duced. Regarding the fruits they raise, 
they speak for themselves. They are cred­ 
itable aud in some respects are superior to 
other pretentious exhibits. 
But Napa has 
not raised oranges or lemons for commerce 
or given any broad attention to them . 
The only East India orange shown is 
shown by Mr. Estee. It is a small, flat 
oraDgeand of good flavor. Mr. Estee shows 
four varieties of oranges, Mission, Medi­ 
terranean, Sweet Loretti (possibly) and the 
East India. Also olives, that are very fine 
but have not been cultivated or irrigated. 
The 
m ajority of the oranges 
shown 
from 
Napa 
were not 
irrigated. 
Not 
a vine or orchard 
tree in Napa has 
been 
irrigated. 
H . L. Gibbs. Calistoga, 
shows sonle of the finest French prunes we 
ever saw. 
B. H . Ep!ey shows Japanese 
persimmons. 
K. Sackett shows fine Sicily 
lemons w ithout irrigation ; also, oranges 
and persim m ons. 
W. W. Lyman shows 
some fine large oranges. 
H enry Hagen 
shows navel oranges, ¡limes and lemons. 
G. H . Beach, St. Helena, shows navel and 
seedling oranges. 
W illiam Dinning shows 
some splendid T ahiti oranges. J. I. Logan 
shows Japanese persimmons. 
Napa bases 
her strength in her wines, but her fruit dis­ 
play is tine. 
She shows Napa soda, and 
canned goods by the Napa Cannery Com* 
pany. 
LAKE COUNTY 
Shows Chasselas, Angelica, claret and other 
wines, some brandy, all from D. Lobree; 
and Dr. Scuddamore, of Lake, shows some 
splendid Bellflower and other apples, sim ­ 
ply magnificent. 
Lake does not enter as a 
county. 
The exhibits are individual, and 
supplem ent Napa's display. 
SHASTA COUNTY. 
Shasta county, 150 miles north of Sacra­ 
mento, has two double tables. She shows 
as fruits, W ine Sap, Spitzenberg, “ Ben 
Davis,” 
W hite W ax, 
seedling, 
Gloria 
M undi and 
Tulpahocken 
apples. 
All 
splendid samples, from an altitude of 700 
feet; also, Sm ith’s Cider, W ine Sap, Guna 
stone, Northern Spy, Jeniton and Lady 
apples, grown at 2,500 feet; also apples and 
quinces grown at 500 feet. The exhibitors, 
Mr. Klotz, of Shingletown ; John Ogburn, 
Shingletown ;

Col. W m. Johnston. Anderson : John Coch­ 
rane, Shasta; A. Stiller, Igo; J. B. Strong, 
South Fork of Clear Creek ; R. S. McMurry, 
Redding; Mr. Peltv, Igo; S. Hufford, Oak 
Run.

Board of City Trustees. 
The Board met at 10 a. m. yesterday, all 
the meabers present. Minutes read and 
approved. 
' 
The report of H. C. Wolf, Chief Engineer 
of the Water-works, to the effect that the 
work3 were running 168 hours last week, 
and 18,322,000 gallons of water were 
pumped, was read and ordered on file. 
Ordinance No. —, granting to the Pacific 
Postal Telegraph Cable Company the right 
to construct and maintain a line or lines of 
telegraph along and upon such routes 
through the city as may be selected by the 
company, subject to the city ordinances, 
was rea¿ and laid over until the next meet­ 
ing.The Street Commissioner was directed to 
advertise for proposals for constructing a 
sewer in the alley between K and L, Eighth 
and Ninth streets. 
No one being present to object to the 
manner in which the work of improving G 
street, from Filteenth to Sixteenth, had 
been performed, the work was accepted and 
the contractor’s bill allowed. 
On the suggestion of Mayor Brown, and 
to get the matter well started, it was re­ 
solved that all citizens who feel an interest 
in having an inaugural ball, in honor of 
Governor-elect Bartlett, be requested to 
meet at the Court-house Wednesday even­ 
ing, December 15th, at 7:30. 
The Board proceeded to canvass the re­ 
turns of the recent election for School Di- 
iectors. and found the result to be practi­ 
cally the same as published in the Record- 
Unios on the day following the election. 
The vote cast at the same election on the 
proposition to levy a tax of 5 cents on each 
$100 for immigration purposes was also 
canvassed and found to be 1,659—972 in fa­ 
vor and 687 against—with a majority of 285 
in favor of the proposition. The figures 
were announced, but the Board did not 
pass upon whether the proposition had 
been carried or was defeated. The matter 
was referred to the City Attorney, with a 
request for him to render an opinion 
whether the special tax could be levied, or 
whether the Board could provide for rais­ 
ing the money in an indirect manner.

D estructive Fire. 
About 11:15 last night it was discovered 
that there was a fira in the upper story o 
the large brick building on the south side 
of K street, between Sixth and Seventh, 
for years known as the Dexter Stables, but 
latterly occupied by John Breuner, the 
owner, as a furniture storeroom, auxiliary 
to his store in the immediate vicinity. The 
firemen responded to the alarm very 
quickly, but soon after tbeir arrival tlaiues 
burst through the roof. The hose had to 
be carried up over the awning and by way 
of the front staircase, aud the force of tlie 
department proved inadequate to do the 
lifting and lightening as promptly as 
it should have been done; and much 
delay was occasioned by the difficulty 
experienced in breaking an entrance from 
the awning. The smoke poured out in 
dense volume, and the firemen were nearly 
smothered while endeavoring to locate the 
blaze aftei getting in, and the upper part of 
the structure, long used as a lodging-house, 
was divided into numerous apartments. 
Hose was scarce for a while, which added 
to the trouble. It was about half an hour 
before the fire was subdued, and an hour 
before it could be said to be out. It was 
then found that the flames had not done 
as much damage as smoke and water. 
There was considerable furniture stored 
in the upper story, more on the main 
floor, and the basement contained a 
large quantity of goods in boxes, and every­ 
thing was saturated with water before the 
fire was out, entailing a damage of several 
thousand dollars. John T. Stoll’s build­ 
ing, adjoining, was slightly damaged by 
fire and water in the rear, but, having 
plenty of help and hose handy, Mr. Stoll’s 
esiablishment was never in serious danger. 
The fire was confined to the brick portion 
of the building in which it originated. If 
it liad extended to the frame addition in 
the rear there would have been trouble for 
the neighboring structures. It started ill 
the rear of the upper story, where there 
was evidently a great quantity of inflam­ 
mable material, but how it originated can 
only be conjectured, as no one slept there, 
and there had not been any fire about the 
premises. The loss is covered by insur­ 
ance. 
H e Owes It to H is W ile. 
Robert Roe, alias “ Rebel George,” who 
in 1884 was convicted in this city of grand 
larceny, in swindling an emigrant passen­ 
ger named Hallett out of $160, for which 
he gave a bogus United States $1,000 bond 
as security, and sentenced to ten years im­ 
prisonment at Folsom, had his sentence 
commuted by the Governor, last Saturday, 
in accordance with the recommendation of 
the Prison Directors, to two years and a 
half, which caused his term of imprison­ 
ment to terminate that day. Yesterday 
afternoon he came down from Folsom a 
free man, and was met and most affection­ 
ately greeted by his wife at the depot. 
From the time of his arrest until his liber­ 
ation she has worked in his interest 
with a devotion that was truly touching, 
and many who have been cogniz­ 
ant of her faithfulness and zeal have 
felt an interest in her efforts and a desire 
that they might be successful, even though 
they doubted whether it would be right 
and proper that her husband should be 
liberated. It was mainly through her en­ 
ergetic endeavors that the Prison Directors 
were brought to recommend him to Execu­ 
tive clemency, and it certainly was difficult 
to believe that the man was so very bad 
while listening to her enthusiastic asser­ 
tion, “ You don’t know how good he is to 
m e!” Although lame and subject to vio­ 
lent attacks of illness, she has worked hard 
with her needle since his incarceration to 
support herself, and though frequently in 
very straitened circumstances, is credited 
with living honestly and uncomplainingly. 
If under tlie influence of such a woman her 
husband does not conduct himself prop­ 
erly hereafter, he is certainly beyond sav­ 
ing.

New M etropolitan T heater. 
The entertainment of the Mongreni De 
Lassomm combination was well attended 
last night. During the performance a large 
number of useful presents were given to 
spectators ^holding numbered tickets— 
among other things a fine china dinnerset. 
To-night besides small presents there will 
be given a fine bedroom set. Mongreni is 
a fine "palmer,” one of the best sleight-of- 
hand workers, indeed, ever on the stage 
here. His tricks in modern magic are 
good, and at least one is remarkable 
for its novelty and the skill 
dis­ 
played in its execution. It is the instant 
production of a total of figures made 
bv spectators privately, upon a framed 
blackboard beneath glass ; and the show­ 
ing above it of chosen cards. His trick of 
diminishing cards is very clever and new. 
A. H. Kurlz is a ball-tosser and juggler, 
the best that has been here—no six-ball- 
tossing has been done to equal his.

Young .Men’s C hristian A ssociation.

The methods by which the germs of chol­ 
era were disseminated were dwelt upon. 
Then, how can these germs be prevented 
from spreading? By cleanliness and tem­ 
perance in all things—cleanliness not only 
of person, but in the home and in the city. 
Prof. Anderson presided, and at the close 
announced that the second lecture in the 
popular course will be given next Monday, 
November 20th. by C. A. Fisk, on “Elec­ 
tricity." to be illustrated with experiments.

STABBED. 


A M y ste rio u s A tta c k on a P a n F r a n c is c o 
P o lic e m a n . 
[Sao Francisco Bulletin, December 13th.] 
Shortly before 4 o’clock this m orning po­ 
lice officer Edwin J. Osgood, while stand­ 
ing at the corner of Dupont and Pacific 
streets, was stabbed in the neck by an un­ 
known m an. The wound is such that the 
police surgeon gives little hope of recovery. 
The news of the attem pted m urder 
spread .rapidly and caused m uch excite­ 
m ent among the comrades of the wounded 
man and among those who have known 
him during his long period of service on 
the force. The details of the affair are as 
follow s: 
Osgood, who could hardly speak because 
of the wound, told those who questioned 
him at the Receiving Hospital, where he 
was taken for treatm ent, that he was stand­ 
ing on the northeast corner of the street 
about the tim e mentioned, when a short, 
stout man, somewhat under the influence 
of liquor, came up to him and said he had 
been robbed of his watch in a house •* in 
the alley,’’ referring, as Osgood understood, 
to Bartlett alley, which is nearest th at point. 
Osgood questioned the man and tokl him 
to wait until m orning .and then to m ake a 
complaint at police headquarters. 
osooon’s a ssa ila n t. 
Tlie man acted sullenly, m uttering to 
himself, and walked away across the street. 
He remained there a m inute or so, when 
he turned and came back up to the officer. 
Osgood expected him to speak again of the 
robbery, hut suddenly, without a word, the 
tnau drew a knife and plunged it into the 
left side of tho officer’s neck. The blood 
spurled out from the wound in streams. 
“ 1 felt a shock to m y system," said Os­ 
good ; ” I became perfectly dozed and tried 
to blow mv whistle. The man walked 
away and I followed, unconsciously. Some 
one came up to m e and took my whistle 
and blew it, and that is all I can remember 
about the affair." 
During the m orning there was a profuse 
secondary hemorrhage front the wound, 
rendering Osgood’s condition extremely 
critical. This afternoon he was sleeping 
quietly. H is assailant has not been cap­ 
tured.

STRIKERS’ RIOT. 


THE CAR STRIKE 
RESULTS IX 
BLOODSHED AT LAST. 


C on d u ctors a n d G ripm en A ssailed 


—C ars B om b ard ed w ith R o c k s— 


O ne M an F a ta lly S h ot. 


[San Francisco Post, December 13th.l 
The striking carmen of the Sutter and 
Geary street lines m et this m orning at K. 
It. B. H all for the purpose of forming a 
parade and again m arching through the 
streets. 
The m eeting came to order at 0:30 
o'clock, and several speeches were made, in 
which the strikers denied all connection 
with the actions of the mob that followed 
the procession cf yesterday. 
The men 
were urged to be orderly and m ake no de­ 
m onstration that would hurt their cause. 
The line was then formed, and at 10 o’clock 
the m arch was begun. The procession 
went to Sutter street, and thence to Market 
and the fc-rries, and returning on Sutter to 
to Polk, crossed to Geary and moved out to 
the western term inus. 
No hostile demon­ 
stration was made on Sutter street, with 
the exception of the young hoodlums. 
These disreputables gathered in the lead of 
the procession aud followed along on the 
sidewalk, so that when the W estern Addi­ 
tion was reached they outnum bered the 
strikers. 
THE TROUBLE BEGINS. 
A car had ju st reached the top of the hill 
and the gripman, seeing the large body of 
men coming toward him , let go the cable 
and ran the car back down the hill, stop­ 
ping it in front of the car-house. This 
action only tended to excite the crowd, and 
when they reached the car all kinds of in- 
suils were offered the “ seal»," as they were 
called. 
As a parting salute, a heavy cob­ 
blestone was sent crashing through the 
back window of the car, just missing tiie 
face of the conductor. 
ANOTHER C AR BOMBARDED. 
The company was injudicious enough to 
allow a car to be sent out along the line of 
m arch, and when it came in reach of the 
crowd they began hooting and yelling at 
the gripm an and conductor, and at last 
assailed them with rocks, sticks and mud. 
The car was an open one, and a perfect 
shower of missiles was rained upon it, 
some of the stones being as large as a 
cocoanut. The conductor stood his ground 
at the tail of the car for some time, hut, 
after barely escaping having his brains 
knocked out and receiving several blows 
about the body, he retreated to the front of 
the car and got down behind a seat. The 
gripman and the policeman 011 the car were 
treated in the same way. The latter made 
no attem pt to quell the riot, but took the 
abuse and devoted his tim e to dodging 
stones. 
Ed Powers and another man, both 
sym pathizers with the strikers, were dris*- 
iñg along in a buggy, and after the car had 
escaped the mob, drove their vehicle on 
the track and detained the car until the 
crowd again came up. 
The same pro- 
giam m e was gone through with without 
any one being seriously injured. 


T IIE BUGGY SMASHED. 
At last the car crowded the men in the 
buggy so m uch that they had to turn out, 
and in doing so the buggy was caught bv 
the front of the dum m y and overturned, 
throwing both men out on tiie ground ami 
sm ashing two wheels of the vehicle. This 
only enraged the mob, and threats of lynch­ 
ing were freely uttered. The crowd made 
a rush for the car, but were unable to catch 
up with it on the steep hill. 
W hile they 
were pursuing this car another started 
down the hill, and as it came by the grip­ 
man, policeman and conductor were as­ 
s .ulted, and only escaped serious injury by 
dodging the missiles. In this instance also 
the policeman was so astonished that he 
made no demonstration to stop the lawless 
actions of the crowd. 
By this tim e the 
procession had reached Central avenue. 
Here they fouuffa detail of several police­ 
men, who surrounded the car and sought 
to protect the men. 
THE STRIKERS THROWING ROCKS. 
Again the mob resorted to rock-throw­ 
ing, and succeeded in striking the con­ 
ductor in the breast several times. 
Most 
of the stone-throwing was done by the 
young, toughs that followed the strikers, 
but in m any instances the latter joined in 
the riotous proceedings. The crowd then 
headed for Sutter street, and 
us they 
marched past the car-house of the Sutter 
Street Company, opposite I.uurel Hill Cem­ 
etery, loud cheers were given for the 
strikers. The procession m arched past the 
Sutter-street term inus and disbanded, no 
overt act being committed in passing, but 
those who understood the situation looked 
very grave and prophesied a serious riot. 
BLOODY WORK—ONE MAN SHOT. 
The surroundings certainly laokod omi­ 
nous. 'f ie strikers and the law'h'ss gang 
following them had had ju st enough ex­ 
citement to m ake them reckless, and they 
asserted that they were ready for anything. 
Next to the cemetery wall, and just in front 
of the starter’s house, stood Jam es McCord, 
Superintendent of the Sutter street line, 
looking pale and determined. He was very 
much excited and could hardly speak, ow- 
ingto the trem bling of his chin. 
He was 
surrounded by a crowd of about twenty-live 
men', nearly all well known fighters, pro­ 
minent among them being Eddy Farrell 
and Bob Fitzgerald. The men all looked 
determined, and it was a m atter of com­ 
ment that each one had his right hand in 
his coat pocket. Superintendent McCord, 
noticing that the croa d was m ixing in with 
his fighters, 


SENT FOR T H E POLICE, 
And ordered that the crowd he kept at a 
distance. This was done, and the spec­ 
tators breathlessly awaited the storm which 
was evidently brewing. 
The disbanded 
strikers by this tim e had returned to the 
end of tlie track, and stood near the car. 
jeering at the men occupying them , and 
trying to force them to come off. Tlie first 
car was permitted to depart without any 
demonstration other than an attem pt in a 
seemingly good-natured wav to pull the 
men from their positions, but they were 
not successful, and the leaders of the 
strikers managed to keep the crowd from 
throwing stones. The serious work began 
when an attem pt was made tostar: the sec­ 
ond car. The strikers gathered around the 
car aud stopped it. They then seized hold 
of the men on the dum m y and pulled one 
of them off. and prevented his return. 
They also tried to carry the second grip­ 
man off by main strength, but he was toil 
strong for them, and kept I1Í3 post. McCord 
marshaled his forces, keeping part of them 
at his side, and sending the others to the 
assistance of the men on the car. 


F a r r e l l ' s s t o r y . 
Ivldie Farrell, who was among McCord's 
supporters, was arrested by policeman Mc­ 
Ginnis, on the complaint of a num ber of 
persons, who said they had seen him 
shooting into the crowd. 
W hen taken to 
the city prison the policeman produced 
the pistol found on him, and it was seen 
that none of the chambers had been dis­ 
charged, which is strong presum ptive evi­ 
dence in Farrell’s favor, 
lie said : 
” The 
car had started, and policeman McGinnis 
and Sergeant Birdsall were on the dummy. 
Just before the gripman took up the cable 
the crowd began to throw stones and clubs 
at the men in the employ of the company. 
A rush was made to drive back the rioters, 
and then a shot was fired. 
McCord and I 
and some others were standing 01: top of 
the hill, while the car was some distance 
below. 
Presently a shot was fired, and 
then a lot of shooting followed. 
I said to 
McCord: ‘ They are shooting down there ; 
we had better get out of the way,' and I 
took him behind a dum m y that was there 
to get out of the wáy of the firing. I said 
to him : 
‘ There will be trouble, and if 
you have a gun get it out and put it in 
your overcoat pocket.’ 
H e asked me to 
stay by him , and I promised to do so. Then 
the crowd made a rush for him , and wanted 
to hang him . I advisea him to m ake for a 
house that was near and get out of the 
way. The shooting was very rapid. I 
heard McCord tell his men to fire in the air. 
The policeman here arrested me because a 
lot of people said they saw me sto> t. I 
did not shoot, and I don’t know the name 
of anyone that was with McCord, or what 
they were there tor. 
I was simply looking 
on, and McCord asked me to stay by iiim .’’
